WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon's move to save $1.3 
billion by delaying federal pay 
raises for six months has sur- 
vived a House fight only to face 
one in the Senate. 


The House rejected a veto 


resolution 207 to 174 Monday, 
and Sen. Frank Moss, D-Utah, 
said he will take one to the Sen- 
ate floor Wednesday or Thur- 
sday. 


Either chamber can veto the

joined by 59 Democrats, all but 
13 from the South, in defeating 
the veto resolution, which Nix- 
on said would torpedo his entire 
inflation-fighting economic pro- 
gram announced Aug. 15. 


Moss' office said it had not 


had time to take soundings on 
whether a similar Republican- 
Southern Democratic coalition 
would support the delay in the 
Senate. 


Aides said Moss hoped to get 


the veto resolution through the 
Senate Civil Service Committee 
Tuesday night or Wednesday 
and onto the Senate floor, possi- 
bly just before the 30-day dead- 
line for vetoing the plan Thurs- 
day. 


"If you break the dam today, 


if you open up the dike, then 
the inflationary field will be 
flooded," said Rep. William M. 
Courier, D-Miss., during House 
debate. 


Opposing Democratic lead- 


ership efforts to veto the pay 
delay, Courier said the Presi- 
dent held the advantage in a 
party-line fight "because the 
people of the country are be- 
hind him." 


But Speaker Carl Albert said 


Democrats were only trying "to 
get the public and private em- 
ployes in the same boat" by 
blocking the six-month pay de- 
lay before Nixon had set wage 
guidelines for everyone else for 
the period following the current 
90-day wage freeze. 


The President's plan to delay 


a January pay hike for 4.3 mil- 
lion federal employes is the 
biggest item in a $5-billion gov- 
ernment-spending cut to offset 
$7.8 billion in tax cuts.

Jap Premier 
Welcomed 
in London

Hirohito of Japan received a 
royal welcome today as he be- 
gan a three-day state visit to 
Britain that has aroused a mix- 
ture of curiosity and bitter 
memories of World War II.

Elizabeth II's sister, greeted 
the Emperor and Empress Na- 
eako at Gat wick Airport, south 
of 
I/ondon. on their 
arrival 


from Pans. 


Queen Elizabeth and her hus- 


band. Prince Philip, were wait- 
ing for the Japanese visitors at 
London's Victoria railway sta- 
tion, near Buckingham Palace. 


It is 50 years since Hirohito 


was here last—as crown prince 
and heir to the throne. He was 
entertained affectionately and, 
according to reports, left Brit- 
ain favorably impressed by the 
hospitality and with a penchant 
for 
English 
breakfasts 
with 


Scottish porridge. 


But to a wide cross-section of 


middie-aged and older Britons, 
Hirohito was in the 1940s the 
embodiment of a hated enemy. 
Many find this difficult to for- 
get. 


"Forget 
the 
past?" 
de- 


manded a former prisoner of 
war in a London newspaper to- 
day. "We are doing just that— 
until somebody decided to re- 
surrect it by parading this man 
before us." 


There is also a broad mass of 


Britons to whom Japan is little 
more than a faraway country 
which builds big ships and in- 
expensive 
wristwatches 
and 


sends ever-larger 
groups of 


tourists here every summer. 


To British youth, the Sun 


newspaper pointed out, "Hiro- 
hito is simply the head of a na- 
tion remarkably adept at turn- 
ing out transistor radios." 


Over the past few days Brit- 


ons have been deluged by news- 
paper and television articles on 
Hirohito and Japan. Few heads 
of state have been accorded 
such advance publicity. 


Today's Times of London ran 


a 12-page special report on Ja- 
pan. The Guardian published a 
fofr-page section. 


Much attention on newspages, 


however, has been focused on 
the reactions of Britons who 
lived or fought through the 
war. 


This was given added empha- 


sis today by news that Earl 
Mountbatten of Burma, a sen- 
ior figure in Britain's royal 
family, will not attend any of 
the ceremonies 
of the next 


three days. 


Mountbatten, Queen 
Eliza- 


beth's uncle, was supreme al- 
lied commander in Southeast 
Asia during World War II. He 
received the surrender of Japa- 
nese forces at Singapore in 
1945. 


An aide said Mountbatten, 71, 


will not be in London this week 
because of "prior engagements 
in the country."

Blount 
said Monday during the dedica- 
tion of a new stamp com- 
memorating drug abuse pre- 
vention. 


"There is no reason why the

American 
citizen 


cannot have a role in the war 
against international drug traf- 
fic," he added. 


In Paris the U.S. Embsssy 


said Blount's statement was 
"totally contrary" to the Nix- 
on's administration's views. A 
White House spokesman said he 
had called the U.S. ambassador 
to France, Arthur K. Watson, 
to insure that there was no con- 
fusion between Blount's state- 
ments and the administration's 
position. 


"We need to prod France vig- 


orously," Blount said. "If the

people decided to 


boycott French goods until the 
cost of the boycott exceeded the 
benefits of the drug traffic out 
of Marseilles, then greater ef- 
forts might be taken to end that 
traffic." 


Blount said he is now pushing 


a program in the Postal Serv- 
ice to check all mail coming in 
from nations involved in the in- 
ternational heroin traffic.

VALLETTA, Malta (AP) - 


The first hundred days of Dom 
Mintoff have exposed this mid- 
Mediterranean island to a chill 
blast of economic and social 
change. 


The new prime minister has 


set in motion a chain of events 
designed to tug the Maltese out 
from 
under Britain's 
apron 


where they have nestled for al- 
most 200 years. Although out- 
wardly nothing has changed in 
the bustling streets of Valletta 
or the coastal villages, beneath 
the surface there is some fear 
and some suspicion—with an 
awakening sense of national 
identity. 


"For the first time since in- 


dependence 
seven years ago 


they are beginning to realize 
what the term means," mused 
an experienced Western observ- 
er. 


Mintoff's Labor government 


was elected in June over the 
strongly 
pro-Western 
Nation- 


alist party. He quickly started 
renegotiating the strategic is- 
land's defense and aid ties with 
Britain and the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. He has 
moved to carry out an election 
pledge to curb inflation. 


Mintoff also has galvanized a 


traditionally sleepy civil serv- 
ice into action and has moved 
effectively againstsmugglers. 
He is introducing legislation to 
give the vote at 18 instead of 
21. 


Inevitably his style of govern- 


ment brings talk of dictator- 
ship. But the &-foot-5 premier 
inspires among a broad mass 
of Maltese, particularly those 
in the lower strata of society, a 
feeling akin to adoration and 
willingness to follow wherever 
he leads.

role of stopper was assigned to 
10-game winner Diego Segui. 
Baltimore Manager Earl Weav- 
er countered with Jim Palmer, 
one of his four 20-game win- 
ners. 


"We want to get it over with 


if we can," Weaver said Mon- 
day but added that he wasn't 
counting on a sweep.

each into the Nos. 4-5 positions. 
Auburn trimmed Kentucky 38-6 
and Colorado downed Kansas 
State 31-21. Alabama inched up 
from seventh to sixth on the 
heels of a 40-6 battering of pre- 
viously unbeaten Mississippi.

Racing Group 
Asked to 
Reconsider 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Racing Commission has 
been asked to reconsider its or- 
der to Emprise Corp. of Buf- 
falo, N.Y., to divest itself of all 
but 10 per cent of its Southland 
Racing Corp. 


The commission said July 15 


that Emprise must sell its stock. 


That order was appealed by 


attorneys for both Southland 
and Emprise. 


Circuit Court Judge Warren 


E. Wood said Monday the com- 
mission should consider its or- 
der on the basis of new evi- 
dence. 


The commission's order, ap- 


proved 3-2, was bassed on seven 
points, including the fact that a 
federal grand jury indictment 
alleging conspiracy was pend- 
ing in California against a group 
called Emprise. 


The New York firm contends 


that it is not the same Emprise 
named in the federal indictment 
in California. 


Alston Jennings of Uttle Rock, 


who represented Southland, said 
that the federal district court in 
California had ruled that the 
firm in the indictment was not 
the same firm that holds con- 
troling stock in Southland. 


The indictment 
was 
later 


dropped, Jennings said. 


The attorney for the commis- 


sion, John Gill of Little Rock, 
argued at Monday's hearing that 
the dismissal was for lack of 
proper service and that the fed- 
eral judge's decision was being 
appealed to a federal circuit 
court. 


Gill said the indictment still 


could be served and that need- 
less delay would result if the 
commission was asked to re- 
view its decision in light of the 
situation surrounding the Cali- 
fornia indictment. 


Wood said his ruling would 


not result in any substantial de- 
lay. 


The court holds jurisdiction in 


the matter. 


J. W. "Buddy" Benafield, com- 


mission chairman, said after the 
hearing that it might be possi- 
ble for the commission to con- 
sider the matter at its next 
meeting on Oct. 12 at West 
Memphis. 


However, he said he might be 


forced to call a special meeting 
if it appeared the agenda for 
the Oct. 12 meeting was too 
crowded. 


Wood approved an agreement 


between Gill and Jennings for 
the state to provide certain por- 
tions of the transcript of com- 
mission hearings last year to 
Southland. 


The judge took under advise- 


ment a motion to intervene in 
the case by Charles Upton and 
his son, Richard

PITTSBURGH (AP) - If

ing the regular season and 
went five innings as the Pirates 
evened the series at 1-1 with a 
9-4 victory in the second game 
Sunday at San Francisco, is go- 
ing to be examined by a doctor. 


"We're not going to take a 


chance on injuring him career- 
wise for the sake of one game," 
said Miirtaugh, who sent spot 
starter Nelson Briles (M) out 
to face the Giants' 18-game 
winner Juan Marichal today. 


Murtaugh plans to use first- 


game starter and loser Steve 
Blass in Wednesday's fourth 
game against San Francisco's 
Gaylord Perry. He had Ellis in 
mind if a fifth game is neces- 
sary Thursday, or might use 
him Wednesday. Perry was a 5- 
4 winner in the first game Sat- 
urday. 


Ellis wasn't too happy with 


the scheduled visit to the doc- 
tor. "Hell, the season's almost 
over," he commented. "There's 
no sense in seeing a doctor 
now." 


The controversial Ellis was 


the center of Pittsburgh's day 
of rest Monday. He rapped Pi- 
rates' management as cheap- 
skates, saying he had to spend 
$50 out of his pocket while the 
team was in San Francisco last 
weekend to get a hotel bed big 
enough to accomodate him. He 
also said the Pirates should 
have hired a bigger plane. 


"They (management) 
don't 


deserve to win the pennant; 
don't deserve to win the World 
Series ... but we're going to 
win because we're the best 
team," he said. 


Murtaugh counted upon pow- 


er to carry the Pirates against 
the Giants' superior pitching. 
He's hoping that Willie Stargell, 
the major league's home run 
champion with 48, but O-for-9 in 
the first two games of the play- 
offs, 
finds the range. First 


baseman Bob Robertson, who is 
6 for 9, including three home 
runs and a double Sunday, has 
been the big hitter in the play- 
offs for Murtaugh thus far. 


San 
Francisco 
Manager 


Charlie Fox, who has a few 
sluggers in Willie Mays, Willie 
McCovey and Bobby Bonds, is 
willing to concede the Pirates 
their power. 


"In any contest it's who has 


the pitching," Fox said Monday 
as he and Murtaugh sat in ad- 
joining rocking chairs in Mur- 
taugh's stadium office. "You 
can have all the hitting you 
want, just give me the pitchers. 
I don't believe in that psy- 
chological edge (home field). 
I've got the edge, I've got 
Marichal." 


The 32-year-old Marichal has 


been nursing a sore hip, injured 
when he collided Sept. 26 on the 
baseline in Cincinnati. While 
the hip isn't 100 per cent, Mari- 
chael says he doesn't expect it 
to bother him. Marichal is 25-10 
lifetime against Pittsburgh and 
1-1 this season. 


The 28-year-old Briles took 


heat treatments Monday for his 
right thigh, which stiffened dur- 
ing a three-inning stint against
